FOR POOR MAN

| Garfields Ruling, if Enforced,

| Will Be Rich Harvest for
the Scrip Owners

It Is now claimed that If the recent
ruling of the Secretary of the Inter
lor In regard to the price to be charg-
ed for timber claims, is enforeed, it
will meun that the timber businesy
uf the country will be given into the
hands of the scrippers and poor men
will be unable to take up & ¢laim, The
rullng of the Becretary which was to
';o Into effect the first of December
|18 to the effect that insteal of paying

$2.50 an acre for the land, the tim-
ber will have to be appraised and the
lelnimant will have to pay accordingly.
| It Is sald that the government can
never appralse all the entries, There
are swevernl thousand timber eclalms
fled In the United BStates ever
month, and It would require alowod
the entire army to appralse all (he
clalmns, The government Las @
60 special sgents to do this wo
and more than 30 of these agenis o
located on the Pacific Coast. A «
gle agent cannot appralse more L ..
three or four clalms In a month, aud
only then when the clalma are (o
groups. To properly appraise a claim
will necesaltate s practical crulse o
the clalm and this requires time. Tue
force of special agents is entirely lo-
adequate Lo keep up with the Allogs.
The Secretary says, however, that in
the event of no appralsement belug
made within nine months, the luu.
shall go at the estimate of the entiy-
man. Owing to the small force of
special agents, hundreds of clalms
cannot be reached In regular ordur
within the prescribed time.

According to the timber dealors,
the new ruling of the Secretary of
the Interior will make clalms run
$3000 and $4000, and even higher,
and this places them beyond the rea
of the poor man. They contend Lla.
it will drive the sale of timber land
into the hands of serippers, through
purchase of Northern Pacific scrip.
If the land rises In price the serip will
be bought up and timber land sseur
ed through this means. The new rul-
Ing of Becretary Garfleld will make
a lively market for scrip and the rall-
road will be one of the chlef benefi-
claries of Garfield's order.
